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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

• Claims 1, 3-12, 14, 16 to 22 are directed to a method of making an electron emissive 
material, an allowable set of claims. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in the Official 
Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims 24-26, and 28-30, directed to 
the process of determining the work function property of the plurality of pixels while making 
or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 24-26 and 28-30 are 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. Acknowledge the 
canceling of the claims 2, 13, 15, 23, 27 and 3 1-34 per the amendment filed 11/17/2003. 

• The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 3-12, 14, 16-22, 24-26 and 28-30 are allowed as amended over the 
arguments by the applicants and the prior art of record that neither teaches nor fairly 
suggestive of the limitations of the instant claims by the applicants. 

The closest prior art by Mehrotra et al (US Patent 6,037,714) teaches novel oxide 
emitter materials, but does not teach or fairly suggestive of a method of making an electron 
emissive material comprising an array of pixels wherein each pixel has a different 
composition/stoichiometry and measuring the property of each pixel meeting the limitations 
of the instant claims by the applicants. Hosokawa et al (US Patent 6,280,861) discloses the 
use of Scanning Tunneling Microscope for measuring the work functions in the making of 
Organic EL Device, and Towns et al (US Pub 2003/0153725) disclose the use of Kelvin 
probe for the measurement of work functions in electro-luminescent polymers, but both the 
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references neither teach nor fairly suggestive of a method of making the electron emissive 
material and/or a method of measuring the work function of a plurality of pixels of an 
electron emissive material per the limitations of the instant claims by the applicants.
